REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,11, and 39 have been amended. Claims 1 6, 40, and 50 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1-15, 17-39, 41-49, and 51 are pending. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, rejections to claims 11-15 are 
WITHDRAWN in view of the Amendment. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 11-13, filed 26 December 2007, with 
respect to rejection of claims 1-10, 17-19, 39, 41-46, 50, and 51 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Richardson et ai, U.S. Patent No. 3,884,219 A, in view of 
Noiles, U.S. Patent No. 3,999,537 A, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1-10, 17-19, 39, 41-46, 50, and 51 has been withdrawn. 

4. Claim 1 1 was amended, on 26 December 2007, in independent form, including 
all the limitations of the base claim 1, and, was indicated as allowable in the prior Office 
Action, mailed 26 March 2007. Thus, the objection to claims 11-15 are withdrawn. 

5. Claim 47 was amended, on 15 June 2007, in independent form, including all the 
limitations of the base claim 39, and, was indicated as allowable in the prior Office 
Action, mailed 26 March 2007. Thus, the objection to claims 47-49 are withdrawn. 

6. Claims 20-38 were previously indicated as allowable in the prior Office Action, 
mailed on 26 March 2007. 

7. Claims 1-15, 17-39, 41-49, and 51 are allowed.
